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PREFACE. 



We present to the public herewith the Second Annual Number of our 
^^ DiBBOTOBY OF Bailwat Offioials" of the United States and Canada. 
Its publication has been delayed beyond expectation by the great labor neces- 
sarily involved in the collection from 857 Lines operated by Steam and from 
703 Street or Horse Railroads — 1,560 in all — of the information required, and 
in the proper preparation and editing of the same. 

The form of the present number of the " Dibbcttoby," for the greater 
convenience in its use, has been made to correspond to that of the ^^ Manual 
OF THE Railboads OF THE Untted States. " A f ufthcr important improvement 
has been made in the mode of reference to the names of the different officials. 
In addition to the general list, which contains the names of the officials of all 
the Railroad Companies arranged in alphabetical order, are special lists of the 
General Managers and General Superintendents of all the b'nes ; of their 
General Freight and Passenger Agents ; Master Mechanics ; Master Car
